The pipelines, the local utilities and, in the end, 
the consumers, would bé left at the. mercy of 


these producers. 


Soenator Taft now stands squarely for all this, 


on multiple and confusing grounds. He says he 
is against the “general principle of Government 
price-fixing,” but then he says, “What the Gov- 
ernment should regulate is a monopoly.” Just 
what kind of regulation does he want? 

He says pipelines are monopolies and are 
regulated, but natural gas is a raw material and 
should not be regulated. This argument might 
apply to many materials, but not to natural 
gas. It also is very close to a monopoly, for 
two reasons. 

One is the growing concentration of control 
of natural gas reserves. The other is the inabil- 
ity of distributors to move pipelines here or 
there to take advantage of competitive prices. 
There is so little competition that producers 
can threaten to withhold their product from the 
public, as Senator Gillette notes in an address 
printed on this page. 

Natural gas is a national resource. It is the 
basis for an interstate utility. It requires regu- 
lation as much as railroads or power companies, 
but it cannot be regulated effectively at one end 
and unregulated at the other. 

If Senator Taft thinks it can be, he is still 
at least 20 miles as from any reasonable 
conclusion.
